The current number of the Vyesinik Beropui
containg a story by M. Turgaenieflf which is ns
remarkable for the ingieght it gives into some of
the stranger phase: of Russian life as for the
great artistic merit which it possesses, There Is
no botter gulde for any one who wishes to be-
come nequainted with the real characieristi {
Russinn soclety than is afforded by M, Tu _«e
niefl'a writings, His portraits are like phow-
graphs, or ratheriike skilful drawingsafier pho-
tographs, just as his descriptions ot scenery are
s0 faithfnl that, to any one who s faalliae with
the districts to which they refer, they seem,
poetie as they are, to be careful #tudies of actn-
ally existivg scenee, In a'l probability the
persons of the terrible domestic drama which he
hae now brought before the eyes of his resders
once played their parts, at least Lo fome extent, |
in real life. Aud yet thelr beboavior o some
respects, seems to no Bnpelish reader alinost lo-
eredible: for resl 1ife In Buassia has, o at lenst
used to have, some features which must appoar
at firetsight uareal In the extreme 1o Epeclators
who lovk on from the outside only. We Kunow
what strange ldeas spring up, how strongly pre-
fudices become confirmed, even ot home, in per-
gons wholive in remote districts apart from the
healthy frietion of society nnd the usefal re-
gtraiut of publicopinion. But we can have Lat
little idea of the extent to which such ideas
aud prejudices may have become developed in
the remote district2 of £o0 vast and stagnant a
country ns Russin at a time when a social sys-
tem }-ri viiled under which a passionate or over-
bearing man found himsell free, sofar as the mas
jority of the perzons who sutrrounded him were |
concerned, from most of the restraints on the
will and the passions to which we are accuss
tomed to trust for eafety. In the case of the
atory now before us, its general outlinge may
ensily be covjectured from the title it Lears,
The self-zacrifice of o father, whether he be o
King Lear or a Pere Gorlot, and the ingratitade
of his ebildren, are themes npon which muauy a
domestie tragedy has already been constraeted.
But the particalar form in which the Ruassinn
Lear's reeentinent manifesta itself and the posi- |
tion which is Aoually oceupled by the Regan of
the etorv—one in which no Cordelin fligures —
are 8o extraordinary that no amoant of fami-
liarity with the Ilncidents to which Eughsh
fnmily quarrcls may have given rise can agsist
the reader in predicting them,

The Blavouie counterpart of the lll-starred
King of Britain is the owoer of a property in the
interior of Rugsin, Martin Petrovich Kharlof
is a man of huge proportions and of lmmense
bodily strength, In appearance he is more like
a bear than a man, bolky, clumsy, prompt to
anger, and terrible when aroused to wrath, He
never hoasts of his thews and sinews, bul he is
veyornd measure proud of his wisdom and his
strength of will, and his love of independence
amounts to a passion. Of one power alone he
stands in dread: —this glant with a hero’s heart
i8 wiraid of death. At times he i8 liable to
atincks of melancholy: and then he shuts him-
gelf up in bis room, and gazes at a pletare of
which he has a high opiolon, representing a
lighted eandle which the winds—haman heads

with |".Hlt'|! ot  cheeks =strive to hlow out,
with an ivscription under it, *‘Such is the life

Spch is the man who saddenly takes it into
his Lead to discmbarrass hlinself of the cares
whiieh attach to property by dividing all that he
has between his two danghters, He has raceived
o warning, he says, that death is at hand, While
he oy asleep be dreamed that a black coll
bounded into bis room and fell down upon him,
cruebing his left side beneath its weight; and
when he awolie he found that slde numb, and
he felt sure that la the form of that black colt
e had seen his own approaching death., So he
culls his triends and pelghbors together to wit-
negs the transfer of bis property to his daugh- |
ters, made with all due [ormality in the presenca
of the legal funetioparies of the distriet.

The transfer scene is a very strange one, and
isadmirably described. Kharlof occupies the
chief place, conzplenons by his colossal form,
arrayed in his 1812 uniform, with a medal oa
his breast, and a sabre by his slde. Near him
are his two danghters: Anna, the elder, slightly
built, with thick yellow hair, and small qigu:
Llue eyes and thin lips: and Evlampia, the
yonnger, tall and largely framed, with masses
of flaxen hair, and immense dark blue oyes, ex-
ressive of a somewhat wild, untamed nature.
The elder sister is accompanied by Ler husband,
a haundsome, Jewish-looking young man, SBlyot-
kine by name, whose characteristics are an in-
cessant thiret for gnin and o servile obedience
to the commands of his father-in-law. Evlampia
is et1ill unmarried.

A deed of renunciation is read aloud by Slyot-
kine. By it Kharlof divides all his property |
bewween his two danghters, reserving to himself |
ouly the right of coutinuing to live In the rooms
actunlly occupled by him, and of receiviog his
“natural  provision”™ and ten paper roubles
(alt out as many franes) a month for shoee and
clothing. The last sentence of the act Kharlof
reads himself—*'And this my parental will must
Leé carried out by my daughters, and kept intact
as a command. For I, next to God, am thelr |
head, and to no one have I given, nor am I
bound to give, any account. And if they earry
out my will, then miv parental blessing shall be
upon them; but | they do not carry out

my will, then my parental maledietion
shall be upon them, mnow and for ever,
Amen!” At the end he lifts the paper

above his head. Anna and her husband fell on l
their knees before him, and bend their fore- \
heads tothe ground. But Evlampia does not |
move Lill her father turns to her with a **Well, |
now, what are yon going todo?" Then gle
flushes up, but makes her obelsance also to the |
ground. One of the magistrates then proceeds |
toread & formal deed—that which had been
read aloud haviug been a florid and lnformal
compoesition of Kharlof's—and afterwards goes
eut on the balcony In front of the house and ex-
claiins what has taken place to she peasants of
the ¢owain, apostrophizing them in this eryle,
“Listen, devils! understand, demons!”’ On
which “‘they all bowed together,as 1f at a word,
of command, each of the ‘devils and demons' |
holding his hat tight In both Lands, and never
taking his eyes off the window at which Khur-
lof’'s figure appeared.” Then s priest and a |
sub~-deacon appear, dressed in threadbare
vestmente: the odors of ineense arise Irom an
old brass thurible; s service s performed, at the
end of which the two daughiers sgaln koeel
before thelr father, and bexd their foreheads 1o
the ground; and finally all who are preseut sit
down Lo breakfast, at which the magiatrate pro-
poses first the health of Lhe *'falr proprietresses,”
and then that of thelr “eminently respectable
and supremely generous” father. On hearlog
the word *'gencrous,” Blvotkine jumps up and
attempts to kiss his benefuctor und father-in-
law; but at this moment the brother of Kharlol's
dead wife, who is preseunt, awd who s vexed at
not having had anything done for him by his
brother-in-law, takes it into his Lead to predict
loudly that Kharlof will repont of bis “genero-
ity some day, when bis dpoehiters “turn him,
the servant of God, barebacked, eut of the
bhouse, and Into the snow."

An uncomfortable scene engues. Slyolkige
begins a reply, but is ellenced by Kharlo! with a
“lfold your longue, whel];f ' Avun looks dag-
ﬁen, but Eviampia merely smiles, in the dis-

alnful way pecullar to her. Kharlof gets up o
make a speech, but stops, and hits Lbe table
such » thump that the whole ropw shakes, Auua
tries Lo hulg' him. makiog loud protestations of

love and obed'once, bot ber sleter ait aul
says nothing.

Al his pride has left
him, his strepgth of will 1s brokea: he Las Dbe-
come an old man of whom no’one takes any
heed; who pasecs the greater part of his day In
fishing, or pretending to fish, in a nelghboring
pond. A friend who goes 1o louk for him fiads
bim sitting on the bank fshing with a line
which bhne no bhook to it and scarcely recoy-
nlzes the giont who uted to be go proud of his
gtrength both of mind and body in the broken,
grev-bearded old man who erouches there,
gazing on the waler with Inck-lustre oyes. On

Kharlof will say unothiong about |
himealf, but o few davs alterwarda he suddeniy
makes his appearance at the housa of his ehlel
friend, a Indy whosze life he had saved. some
years before

The day on which he comes Is one of winl
and rain, and when he resches the house he
wet throngl., and so coverad with mud from
head to foutl that he looks more like a bear than
ever, aud a bear which has fallon on evil days.
It is some thine before Le can speak, bue when l
he isable to doso he tells a tale that I8 very
snd. He bad long been subjected to eroeljper-
zecutlon, it seems, by his dagghters and his
gon-In-law, They bad taken awnay his favorite
gervant from him, sold the horse on which he
had always heen acenstomed to ride, gradeed
him his eatiog and drinking, and Kepi back
from him his little monthly allowauce oi
money. DBut he had endured all this patieally,
not being abtle to bear the idea of confeszing to

the world how mistaken he had been., Bal
ot lngt his children have turned him ot
be says—have (aken the room in which

he has lived 5o long and sent his bod upstalirs
into an atic. Aund this Insult has broken down
his patience: g0 he has left the accursed dwell-
ing in"which the Ingrates live, and tanken refuge
under the roof of his old friend. She treats
him with the greatest kindness, and hes=ecms
But alter a
while he 16 suddenly stung to madness by the
taunts of the brother of his dead wife, who had
predicted that he would some day be turned oat
of his hiousge, and who now exults in the fulil-
ment of his propliccy. Ina paroxysm of rage
he rushes away from the Kindly refuge he had
gonght, exclaiming that as his children have
driven him from under their roof he will leave
them no roof to cover them—a threat which la
no mere figure of speech.

The scene in which his wild proceedings are
deseribed is n strange one indeed. Khariol
climbs to the top of the house that once was
Lis, and applies all his enormous strength, now |
fully restored to him, to destroying the rool.
From below a terrified crowd gazed at the mad-
man, who is wreaking his vengeance on all that
he can lay hands on. The covering of the
slightly bullt dwelling soon yields to his mizhty
efforts, and down come tumbling portions of a
flimsy structure which bears but little likeness
toa firm English roof, The peasants swarm
into the yard, but nene of them show any in-
clination to interfere with him, however much |
they are ordered or entreated to do go by the
wretched Blyotkine, who rushes abouat in a state
of frenzy, yellow with terror, brandishing a

eun, with which lhe threatens to shoot his |
father-in-law, Anna runs n amdl out |
of the house In a state of distrac- |
tion: Evlampin leans like a  atatas

againet o wal), never taking hoer eves off haor
father. Hy her side stands an old bareheadod
priest, supporting w laree eross with both hands,
and now and then in silent despair holdiog it
forth towards Kharlof. At last Siyotkine lavels
his gun and is on the point of shooting when
Evlampia strikes up his arm. ‘Then she taras
to her tather, calls to him that she and her sis-
ter have sinued, entreats bim to pardon thuem,
and to come down and live with them again.
But he, standing there on high, with hands all
torn and bleeding, and blood streaming through
the rents in his clothes, and his white kair and
beard tesged about by the wind, only erles that
it 18 too late, and heaps abuse on his son-in-law
down below, who is again prl-lpuriu:; to fire at
bim, when suddenly a part of the woodwork
which Kharlof Is pushing gives way, and he
falls headlong with it from the roof to the
ground. In a few mionutes he breathes his last,

We paes on to the last two scencs in this
domestic tragedy. Mome years after Kharlof's
death, the narrator of the story pays a visit to
the houze in whieh that victim of filial Ingrati-
tude ufed to live. 1t is in perteet order, and the
roof—an iron one—is in thorough repair. Kuar-
lof's elder daughter, now a widow, lives in it
with ber ehildren. Her elster, Evlampia, had
wther's death, talk-
ing with her mereiy n small store of money,
and no news had ever been heard of her. Annn
evidently leads a very happy life. Her health

is excellent, ber children are handzome and
gtrong, her estate is in admirable order. An alr

of quiet and of eubstantial comfort pervades
the whole housge and its belongings. Her neigh-
bors, who, ameng themselves, make no secrot
of their helief that she poisoned her husband,
show ber unfeigned respect. For them she is
truly great woman, one who, if she had been
placed upon a throne, would have been “‘a
Hemirnmis or a Catherine the Second."”

Four veara later the narrator Is out on n
shooting exeursion in the neighborhood of St
Petersburg, and he passes a straoge-looking
bhouee, almost hidden hehind a high and close
paling, only its steep red roof being visible from
the high road. This house, he is told by his
companion, & man who Isacqueinted withevery-
thing that coes on, belongs tosome of the mem-
bers of one of the Wildeat and mo:t fanatical of
the Ruesian seets, and in it dwells their head,
the being whomn they hold most sacred, thelr |
mystieal “Mother of God.,” The house exer-
cites a strange Influence upon him, he knows
not why, aod he oftenfinds himsell nearit when
out shooling.

By his elde slts a tall woman, ecect ns a
dart, in whom the portsman to bis ntier stupe-
faction recognizes Evlamypin., Her face has
ﬁzuwn longer and thinner, her complexion has

come darker, and she has wrinkled a little;

in ber is to be found In her expression. which

A L!DORATORY FOR OHEMIOAL
RESEARCAH.

i ——
1Y PROFESSOR ALBERT R. LEEDS,

I & recent numnber of the Revue des Deur
Joves will be found an artiole by an emi.
poot French author, coulaining among a
vuwber of other comparisons, all favorable
io Germany, one relating to the, laboratories
of Prussia and of France.

The writer earnestly calla the attention of
his countrymen to the great snperiority of the
German Universities respoecting their facili-
tiea for theorelical investigation and practi-
eal application in the departments of Physicy
and Chemistry, He dwells espocially upon
the great Friedrich Wilhelm Laboratory st
Berlin, recently comploted at a cost of a mil-
lion and a ball of francs, and of the similar
lnboratory at Bonn, which cost a half million
of francs, The former, under the charge of
the illustrious chemist Prof. Hofmann, moro
resembles id ifs external appearauce, in its
lengthy corridors, frescoed halls, and spacious
lecture room, soma muaseam devoted to art,
than the dingy accommodations which were
long thought adeguate to the wants of
chemists,

The laboratory of the Ecole des Mines im.
ressed methe most favorably of those which
saw in Paris. It is restricted, however, to

metallurgical operations. But the laborato-
ries of the Ecole Polytechnique, of the Jardin
des Plantes, the antiquated and dismal apart-
ments of the leole Centrale, and even the
newly.erected addition to the Sorbonne, are
much inferior in the facilities offered to those
of Berlin. And the practical effect of this
inferiority is manifest in the relative condi-
tion of the physical sciences in the two coun-
tries,

A great Frenmch chemist begins a phile-
rophical treatise, recently published, with the
declaration that “‘Chemustry is a French
selence,” DBut the greater bulk and imporj-
ance of the contributions which have been
and are being made to chemistry by German
authors sufficiently disprove this arrogant as-
sumption. And, moreover, the fact that
Germun, rather than French, is becoming the

| general language of science upon the conti-

nent, is evidence of the most convinecing
kind, Not many years ago the proceedings
of the Royal Academy at Berlin were pub-
lished in the lutter language; now, this and
ail other contributions from Prussia are in
German,

Of Inte years the immportance of these stndies
bas 8o deeply impressed the public mind in
some portions of onr own country, that
the course of collegiate and academic in-
struction has been revolutionized. As, for ex-
ample, at Cambridge, where the capacities of
the college laboratory are at present being en-
larged to snch an extent as to accomuwodate
elglity students with desks and all the para-
phernalia of manipulation. Their course is
intended to combine the prastical with the
philosopbical in such a way as not only to
enable the students to do but to think. They
commence at once with manipulatory chemis-
try, using for the purpose the elaborate trea-
tise of President Elliot and Prof, Storer. Then
the studenta enter npon the study of the
admirable Chemical  Philosophy recently
published by Prof. Cooke, which taxes their
thinking powers quite as much, perhaps, as
Hamillon's or Mill's Logie, At the same time
they attend a series of chemical lectnres, and
finally enter upon n course of analysis. Like.
wise, a special laboratory is provided, whera,
during the last twelve years, a number of in-
vestigations have been made by young Ame-
rican chemists, which are highly creditable to
our national scholarship, and have been re-
cognized ns such abrogd.

A similar institution is now being orga-
nized at Hoboken under the presidency of
Professor Morton, and supported by the mn-
nificent bequest of nearly three-quarters of a
million of dollars, which was made by tha
Inte Mr. Stevens, The studentwill find thero
geveral spaeious laboratories for investiga-
tions in physics and chemistry. These will
be provided with every appliance which the
exactitude and intricacy of modern science
demand; and the student who has mastered
previously-acquired knowledge in these de-
partments may pass to the glorious work of
solving new problems and exploring what is
yet as land unknown,

I do not wish herein to detract irom the ex-

! cellence of the instruction imparted in our

own city at the University and in our Medi-
So far as leoturing
and text-books can give a knowledge of physi-
cal sciences these institutions do admirably,
and the courses of lectures delivered by their
eminent professors are worthy of the highest
praise, Neither do I desire to say anythiog
which is not of the most favorable
character with regard to the few collages and
private laboratories where facilities for a
practical knowledge of qualitative and quanti-
tative anaylsis and of metallurgy are afforded.
But I wished to draw attention to
tho fact that a city which once stood fore-
most in this conntry in point of secientifie
activity, and which is now perhaps the largest
preducer of cliemical wares, has at the pre-
seént time mo general laboratory at all ade-
quate to the wants of investigators in the
pbysical sciences. I think I am representing
the feeling of a large number of students
clnstered around the Aondemy of Natural
Beiences, the Franklin Institute, the Philo-
sophical Society, and our various colleges, in
saying that any movement upon the part of
our public institutions, or any act of private
munificence which would give the students
in Philadelphia as fair a chance for researches
in physiology, physics, and chemistry as are
enjoyed by thoss of Berlin or Cambridge,
wonld meet with the deepest gratitnde, and
would, in itself, result most beneficially to
the higher interestsof this great manufac.
turing cily.
